LIFE IN A FLAT. 


THE 
PARI S 
APARTMENT 
SYSTEM 
SEEN AT I TS BEST. 


The Paris Landlord and His Tena nts — 
The Concierge and Uls W ife—The 
>* 
French Housewife's Traits — 
In the Kitchen. 


[Cor. Brooklyn Eagle.J 
If a married couple in fairly good stand­ 
ing in Franca wish to keep» house—and, as a 
rule, auch is every one’s desire—it will not 
occur to them that they are in danger of 
losing caste by taking only one of the five 
or six stories instead of the whole of a 
house. 
They will eelect their flat according 
to their means — au second, if they can 
afford it with 
front windows 
upon a 
pleasant street, 
if their means are limited 
they unhesitatingly locate themselves upon 
an upp*r, perhaps the very topmost floor of 
the bouse. 
If it is in a good locality they 
Itsa nothing socially; their acquaintances 
will seek their society and extend invitations 
to them as freely as i t their choice of dwell­ 
ing indicated greater wealth. 
The tenant» of any single house in Paris 
will comprise a most varied assortment of 
types and character.« . 
The 
first persons 
whose acquaintance you make are the con­ 
cierge and his wife. 
The concierge is a des­ 
pot who has all the tenants under his 
thumb. 
He is the guardian of the house, 
tile Cerberus whose good graces have to be 
bought by bribes and tips, by drink money 
and New Year’s gifts. 
He dwells in a den 
called a lodge, just inside the entry. 
His 
chief duty is to pull the cordon, or to touch 
the pneumatic button by which the street 
door is opened; for, let it be added for the 
bqpefiS of those who not know, that each 
tenant, though he has a key to his own 
dwelling, has no key to the common en- 
tranoe to the house. 
The larger outer door 
is olosed about 9 or 10 o’clock. 
After that 
you have to ring the bell,and the concierge, 
without disturbing himself, pulls a 
cor I or 
touches a pneumatic spring by which ' the 
door Is opened. 
In most houses the gas on 
the staircase and in the entrance way is put 
out at 11 o’clock, and tenants who Mlar a f­ 
ter that hour are required to call out tfcaAr 
names as they pass the concierge’s loge, and 
tfeay have to find their way upstairs in the 
dark as best they can. 
Except in the poorer quarters of the town, 
where the proprietors communicate directly 
with their tenants, the concierge forms the 
connecting link between |thoee two poles of 
the population—the landlord and the ten­ 
a nt 
As for the locataires or tenants, you 
ptpy have the proprietor himself on the first 
floor, a countess and a cocotte on the sec* 
ond, a dressmaker and a financier on the 
third, a bourgeois family or two on the 
fourth, a literary man on the fifth and an 
qgtist or a photographer on the sixth floor. 
*oti may, however, live for twenty yea n 
iq^*a house and never see your opposite 
nShrhbor or know who he or she is and what 
hff^r eho does. 
It is often reproachfully said that there is 
„n o such word as home in Fren ch; yet there 
is n o coun try where so homelike a look can 
be giveu to a few rooms as a Fren ch woman 
will givo to her little flat 
If it were left to 
a Fren ch woman to appoin t the three 
Christian graces, she would un hesitatin gly 
n ame econ omy, clean lin ess an d thorough- 
DRis. 
The first is the in bred rule of her life; 
n ot tha sord id , n iggard ly trait the virtue 
soin otimus d egen erate) in to, but a wbe 
prud en ce which turn s everythin g to good 
accoun t, allowin g n othin g to tie wasted . 
Her frugality is broad —n ot of the pen n y 
wise, poun d foolish kin d ; so she shows n o 
s t i n t in furn ishin g her kitchen , kn owin g 
that upon that quarter d epen d s the comfort 
of her men age. 
It is there she I teg In s her 
furn ishin g an d fit) it up with every con 
vemen ce. 
Fren ch kitchen s, except in great houses 
where a chief is employed , are always very 
small, an d bein g so, everythin g is eloso at 
han d an d n o time is wasted in steppin g 
about 
The cupboard s an d shelves will be 
well filled with bright 
copper 
cookin g 
uten sils, the uses of some of which are 
quite un kn own to us, while others are n ot 
un familiar. 
There are casseroles, saute 
pan « , puree sieves, timbal mol ls, an d Itain s 
marie of various sizes an d all the other 
in d ispen sable» . 
But the supply, although 
varied , i* n ot large, an d there is really 
n othin g to spare, an d the in fin itesimal stove 
would appal a Yan kee housewife an d sen d 
on e of our arrogan t Celtic cooks in scorn 
from the kitchen. 
But small as it is, man y 
elegan t d in n ers will be prepared by its aid . 
Fuel U a special econ omy in Fran ce, so a 
Are is kept on ly d urin g the time when tlx 
meals are bein g mad e, and most of tbs 
eookin g is d on e over wood or charcoal 
which can be extiuguished the momen t th< 
" for it is over. 
There are n o happier women in the world 
French women . Their live* are full 


of occupation, aod a busy life cannot fall 
be 
happier than one in which idlenew 
throws down the barriers that shut out 
ennui and imaginary ailments. 
A married 
woman in France systematically fills her 
time with business of pleasure. 
For every 
hour there is laid out an appointed pursuit 
of duty or pleasure. 
Her house and family 
are her first care, but, although an irre­ 
proachable wife and an affectionate mother, 
she does not let her duty tako the form of 
drudgery. 
Bhe knows her own value and 
fully realiz33 the importance of keeping her 
health and nerves in excellent order, so she 
will not suffer her cares to master her, but 
wisely arranges everything with careful 
method and allows herself time for social 
intercourse, for music, reading; walking, 
dining and amusements of whatever nature 
she fancies. 
Bhe is very practical and by 
her systematic method of life preserves her­ 
self from the countless worries that make 
life a burden to our women.
